A day of thanks 
The origins of Thanksgiving Day lie as 


much in adversity as in abundance. 


When in 1621 the Plymouth Colony 
gathered for their first Thanksgiving, only 
half of those who had come the year be- 
fore remained. The first winter and its 
hunger had culled every other Pilgrim 
from their midst. But as the colony’s gov- 
ernor William Bradford later wrote, 
through the spring and summer the faith 
and spirits of the settlers held. The Pil- 
grims had learned the worst the wilder- 
ness could give them. But they revived by 
that second autumn, and Bradford could 
report their readiness to give thanks: 
“They began now to gather in the small 
harvest they had, and to fit up their houses 
and dwellings against winter, being all 
well recovered in health and strength and 
had all things in good plenty.” 

Thanksgiving as a national holiday was 
proclaimed by America’s first President, 
George Washington, after the test of the 
Revolution as the fledgling nation gath- 
ered strength. And again in a time of ad- 
versity, President Lincoln reached out in 
1863 to revive the custom even while the 
issues of slavery and secession wracked 
the land. With but a switch of Thursdays, 
the Thanksgiving observance has con- 
tinued ever since, through years more 
bountiful than marred by lack. 

But again, the origins of Thanksgiving 
in the emergence from trial should not be 
forgotten. Many critics of American mores 
carp that the holiday now reflects the na- 
tion’s materialism and is devoid of its 
earlier purpose. Yet this is not so. Thanks- 
giving should still primarily affirm the 
principles of religious and social freedom 
that led the early permanent settlers to 
the New England shores. 

Of course, the New England thread of 
deyelepment in America is not the only 
one, even though its influence on Ameri- 
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can culture has been perhaps greater than 
its geographical area or population might 
appear to merit. Along with the Pilgrim 
heritage were the Spanish in the early 


Southwest and the French in the oe 


and North. Even in New England, no 
only religious-minded folk settled, but ad- 
venturers, neo-mercantilists. There is also 
the black heritage in America, and the in- 
fluence of the later immigrations from 
Central Europe, the East. In an important 
sense, all these have tested the early Puri- 
tan influence, made it more flexible and 
tolerant. But they have not made it dis- 
appear. 

Today America faces new challenges in 
the world. For those who believe the U.S. 
has had a particular mission in advancing 
humane and democratic government in 
the world, it is no surprise that the United 
Nations sits only somewhat down the 
coast from the early Plymouth landing. 
Recent testy moments with the UN do not 
really weigh against America’s commit- 
ment to democracy and rights of con- 
science for all peoples and all individuals. 
Pragmatically, the U.S. finds itself having 
to bargain and pressure for its economic 
and diplomatic interests. Some recent 
chapters of its influence are not happy. Its 
altruism for the moment, as in certain 
earlier periods, has appeared to ebb. We 
nonetheless believe that America’s moral 
purpose, reflected in the faith and spiri- 
tual resilience of its handful of early 
founders, will continue to prevail. 

President Nixon, in a truly moving 
proclamation setting aside this Thursday 
as a day of national thanksgiving, has 
asked Americans to share their expres- 
sions of gratitude with the elderly and the 
less fortunate, and particularly to give 
thanks for “our heritage—a land rich 
with the bountiful blessings of God, and 
the freedom to enjoy those rich blessings.” 
'. We trust Americans will do this.

election ballot next June. 
Purpose of the initiative, said 
Webb, is to guarantee a secret 
ballot, establish an election and 
collective bargaining process for 
all farm workers, and to insure 
for the workers the right to join 
or not to join a union 
administered through the State 
Department of Industrial 
Relations. The initiative would 
also outlaw secondary boycotts. 

Webb instructed the 
approximately 70 persons 
present to avoid getting involved 
in controversial discussions with 
those who refuse to sign. He 
stated that the purpose of the 
committee is simply to 
coordinate signatures of those 
registered voters who wish to 
sign, not to sway public opinion. 

Mrs. Mendoza told the group 
that she and many of her 
co-workers “want their freedom 
back. 

“We want to be like other 
laborers,” she said. ““We want to 
select the union of our choice.” 

Father Cross ‘said he felt the 
initiative is the last course of 
action for both growers and 
farm workers. He then read an 
open letter addressed to the 
people of Tulare county, stating 
that the future of the state’s 
agricultural workers will be in 
the hands of the voters at the 
June primaries. 

The letter also stated that 
farm workers have selected their 
profession and source of 
livelihood not out of necessity, 
but from choice. He said that 
these workers have been victims 
of a kind of “open season,” 
declared on them by the forces 
of organized labor. 

“Organized labor will fight 
this initiative with two million 
dollars worth of publicity,” said 
Cross, “which means we will 
have to fight back with three 
million.” 

Pandel stated that he was 
forced into joining the United 
Farm Workers Organizing 
committee, at the threat of 
losing his ranch and operations 
near. Delano. He said he was 
upset about pressures applied on 
him and his workers through the 
Catholic church. 

“I would be embarrassed to 
tell you what I told a Fresno 
priest the other night,” said 
Pandel. He said the church has, 
in the past, employed lying, 
trickery, and cheating in getting 
the farm workers to sign with 
UFWOC.

Basic Vegetables Onion Dehydration 
Plant Still Coming To Porterville 


PORTERVILLE — Visiting 
officials of Basic Vegetables of 
Kings City told representatives 
of Porterville chamber of 
commerce and Porterville city 
officials last Friday that they are 
still “very much interested” in 
building an onion dehydration 
plant near Porterville municipal 
airport, with construction 
expected to begin in 1974.

whether or not we are coming,” 
said Morgan. “It is a question of 
shifts in our demand and in our 
planning.” 

Buffington and Morgan were 
told by Economics Development 
Chairman Mac Williams that the 
city’s obligations - road access 
and sewer facilities - have been 
met, and that the city is just 
waiting for Basic Vegetable to 
make the next move. 

The BV officials stated that 
the proposed plant will employ 
approximately 500 to 1,000 
workers when in full operation, 
which is comparable to the work 
force at BV’s Vacaville and 
Kings City operations. 

Morgan said that the plant 
will be constructed in modules, 
and as the units become more 
sophisticated, more employees 
will be needed. Peak activity for 
the plant is expected to start in 
May of each year and run 
through July or August.
